35MM PHOTOGRAPHY, Approaches and 

Techniques with the Miniature Camera, 

by Jacob Deschin. 192 pages, 115 photo- .

San Francisco, Calif. Price $5. 

Not since the first Leica Annual, or 
Paul Wolff’s wonderful books, or Mor- 
gan and Lester’s Miniature Camera 
Work has anyone essayed as thorough, 
as penetrating, and as helpful an ap- 
proach to a how-to-Uo-it-including- 
the-thinking book on small camera 
photography. Jacob Deschin, Camera 
Editor of the New York Times, does 
exactly what one would expect of him. 

I spent an hour looking at the pic- 
tures, and came up with three con- 
clusions: (1) A bookbuyer will be con- 
cerned with the pictures, and how well 
they help to tell the story, even before 
he reads the text. These pictures set 
the mood quite well. (2) Few books do 
so well in showing fine, fine pictures. 
(3) There are omissions in the pic- 
tures—certain kinds of pictures are a 
little overshown; a few more early ex- 
amples of the first big boom in 35mm 
photography (20 years ago, and how 
time flies) would have given far better 
perspective for a book that may wel! 
last a decade or two. These pictures 
are a bit too current. 

Then I read the book, marvelling at 
its completeness (it is not a big book) 
and its genuine ability to make pho- 
tographers think. It discusses the 
cameras—from lenses to gadgets. It 
handles the techniques—from holding 
the camera steady to binding slides or 
enlarging. And it gives the reader as 
good a start as he can find in any such 
book on understanding the medium— 
the 35mm medium.

Mr. Deschin really does have a 
sense of the relationship of technique, 
in the broad sense, and approach to 
subject matter. If you’re willing to 
work through the book and apply its 
hidden truths as well as its obvious 
statements and restudy your work, 
you cannot fail to become a better 
photographer. 

A few readers will be able to get an 
extra pleasure out of the book. You 
know the kind—the camera club tech- 
nical hounds who debate fine points 
after the meeting is over. They will be 
able to get started on all kinds of en- 
chanting excursions into optics, chem- 
istry, and useful practicalities. A few 
of them will also be able to split hairs 
with great glee, for there are certain 
errors in the book. Mr. Deschin, I am 
sure, would say that they came about 
from simplifying, from keeping it 
short. Most of them could never lead a 
young photographer astray; a couple 
might puzzle him for a few minutes— 
as in the explanation of hyperfocal dis- 
tance. Perhaps they are errors of 
language rather than fact. This is not 
a beginner’s book—yet somehow it 
will be workable for almost every level 
of reader. —JOHN R. WHITING

Faraway Tibet lies behind moun- 
tain fastnesses, wrapped in mystery. 

Occasionally some hardy traveler 
gives us a glimpse of this Shangri-La. 
This book provides one of the finest 
and most revealing glimpses of this 
sort. 

The 165 photographs, 9 in color, are 
extremely well done. They show the 
people, their religious ceremonies, 
daily activities and the rugged beauty 
of the Tibetan landscape. Many of the 
black and white shots are double-page 
spreads. 

The author, who spent seven years 
living at the court of Tibet’s ruler, the 
Dalai Lama, writes with understand- 
ing and authority about the Tibetans, 
their religion, culture, art, industry 
and politics. 

Since the book is written in German, 
a knowledge of that language is essen- 
tial.—_N. R.

Croy covers handling the camera 
under different conditions—even tak- 
ing pictures in aquariums. He has 
limited himself to discussing only the 
picture-taking aspect of photography 
—exposure, camera handling, flash, 
filters, close-ups, loading—and has 
wisely left film processing out. 
Comparison with the smaller, less 
expensive W. D. Emanual Retina 
Guide is inevitable. Emanual is a bit 
more critical of the camera. Croy is 
more enthusiastic and has a much lar- 
ger book to cover various uses of the 
Retina in a more expanded style. Both 
books make extensive use of drawings 
to cover handling and loading the 
camera. Although these are quite 
well-drawn, a Retina owner is liable to 
find the exact handling of the camera 
as shown in the drawings to be rather 
difficult when actually put to the test. 
It wouldn’t be a bad notion for Retina 
owners to have both books.—H. K. 


THE WORLD OF VAN GOGH, photog- 
raphy by Emmy Andriesse. 150 black- 
and-white illustrations and photographs. 
British Book Centre, N. Y., Price $4.95. 


The World of Van Gogh marks still 
another book on the great painter of 
Dutch origin. It bears little similarity 
to other works on this artist. The 
book’s purpose, the reader is told, is to 
retrace the path of Van Gogh’s travels 
and sites of work. It is not a studied 
documentation of people and places 
deeply buried in time and history. The 
photographs cannot be misinterpreted 
as a mere pictorial attempt to record 
the reality of location in which Van 
Gogh worked. Rather this is a creative 
photographer’s attempt to capture the 
spiritual and emotional stimuli from 
which the artist took inspiration. 

The photographer, Emmy An- 
driesse, whose untimely death at 
thirty-nine left her project incom- 
plete, nevertheless did find many of 
the spiritual and aesthetic inspira- 
tions that undoubtedly affected Van 
Gogh’s work. To see a black-and- 
white photograph attempt to trans- 
cend its documentation of locale and 
reach toward compatibility with a 
great artistic spirit is wholly exciting. 
True, the experience is not sustained 
throughout the breadth of the book 
but the intimations are there and the 
honesty of purpose never allows itself 
to be questioned. 

In her travels, Miss Andriesse, as 
did Van Gogh, moved freely among 
the people she loved, felt the heat of 
the overhead sun in Southern France, 
captured the moving wheat fields, de- 
lighted in nature. And always there 
were the people, as the painter had 
seen them, moving about in their daily 
tasks and trades, resting and toiling 
against the timeless backdrop of the 
earth.

photograph’s content against that in a 
painting is afforded on almost every 
page. When appraising both ap- 
proaches, you may feel the strangle- 
hold of the mechanical limitations of 
the camera. But at the same time, you 
can gather greater confidence in see- 
ing the photographer surmount these 
limitations. The identity of expressive 
need, the use of the uncompromising 
selective eye, and above all, the singu- 
larity of dedication of the person 
wishing to make a creative statement 
stands out with sharp outline in both 
media. 

Throughout The World of Van Gogh 
the letters of the painter to his brother 
Theo provide descriptive material to 
coincide with each photograph. Often, 
they provide the clue that unlocks the 
photograph and reveals the degree of 
artistic penetration by the photogra- 
pher. The lack of color photography in 
the book will undoubtedly disappoint 
many readers. If you view Van Gogh’s 
world in black-and-white only, you 
neglect the painter’s greatest and 
most compelling gift. 

Much credit must be given to Dick 
Elffers, Emmy Andriesse’s husband, 
for assembling and presenting clearly 
her work after her death. The text is 
printed in three languages, German, 
French, and English. Coupled to the 
text are the photographs, in them- 
selves a universal language, explora- 
tions of a photographer seeking out 
those magic values that create ever- 
lasting art out of self-expression.

MICROSCOPY FOR CHEMISTS, by Har- 
old F. Schaeffer. 264 pages, illustrated. 
D. Van Nostrand Co., N. Y. Price $4.50. 


While intended primarily as a text- 
book for use in the laboratory, Micro- 
scopy for Chemists should be a gold 
mine of information for the microscop- 
ist, chemist, and photographer. 

There is little in microscopy that 
isn’t at least touched upon. The lenses, 
construction, use and care of the mi- 
croscope are explained in concise de- 
tail and such important aspects as il- 
lumination, polarization, and photog- 
raphy are covered. The chapter on 
lenses is written in a most understand- 
able manner and should be of great in- 
terest to the photographer wishing a 
knowledge of the theory of optics. 

Many fact-crammed pages deal with 
the use of the microscope in chemistry. 
Mr. Schaeffer explains many proce- 
dures involving the microscope and its 
accessories. Included are how to de- 
termine the refractive index of organic 
liquids and crystalline substances, how 
to determine melting points, how to 
make qualitative and quantitative 
analyses of organic and inorganic sub- 
stances. The second half of the book is 
devoted to practical exercises with ex- 
plicit instructions on the use of all in-

V Rose was produced by New York photographer, Burt Owen. Californian, Peter Gowland, made photo of 
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TOSEC _ Burt Owen had always been fascinated by the simplicity and 

beauty of yellow roses and decided to photograph one in an inter- 
pretive manner. While scouting around for likely subject matter to go with a single 
rose, he came across a black-and-white print made previously for a fashion assign- 
ment. He had printed in the eyes and mouth only, with just a suggestion of the nose. 
First he placed the rose over one eye. But the picture still seemed to lack some extra 
spark. After trying various arrangements, he hit upon the idea of a teardrop in the 
other eye. It seemed just right but still left enough to the imagination. Technically 
the picture was quite simple to make. His Primar Reflex was loaded with Kodak Ekta- 
chrome Film, Daylight Type. He placed the black-and-white photograph with rose and 
water tear on the floor where soft daylight filtering through a living room window 
required an exposure of 1 sec. at £/5.6 with the camera on a tripod. A small ex- 
tension tube allowed the camera to be focused at the shorter than normal dis- 
tance. Blue cast over the picture was caused by the bluish quality of sunless daylight. 


legs West Coast photographer Peter Gowland is famous for his pictures 

of glamorous women. He is equally adept at photographing ballet. 
The problem was the usual photographic stumbling block: create something differ- 
ent, something dramatic. Gowland planned to isolate a dancer’s legs against a jet 
black background. The main point of interest would be a pair of bright red toe shoes. 
The problem was to find a pair of legs capable of holding a point without showing 
the tensed muscles found in many ballerinas’ calves. Screen dancer Joan Larkin was 
chosen. Gowland loaded his 5 x 7 view camera with Kodak Ektachrome Film, Type 
B and lit Miss Larkin’s legs with two 500-watt 3200-degree Kelvin spotlights. A black 
background was left unlit. Exposure was 1/2 sec. at {/8 using a 14 in. Ektar lens. 


e 
reflection Although a few years ago reflection photographs 


in color were a rarity, today they have become 
quite common. There is always room, however, for the slightly different, intriguing 
one. Relang picked a chromium globe for her reflection photograph. Using it as a 
main object she put to work her knowledge of design acquired shooting fashion pho- 
tographs. A gloved hand resting on a surface for support held the globe aloft against 
a cloudless sky. To break the line of the globe’s rim and to add an accent of color, 
Relang fixed a red rose atop the ball and adorned the large face of the globe with a 
sprig of leaves. She placed her Rolleiflex slightly below the level of the ball to avoid 
having the camera’s reflection show on the mirrored surface. She closed down her 
lens to {/11 and focused on the front surface of the globe. This small opening regis- 
tered the leaves and gloved hand in ample focus while the 75mm lens’s depth of 
field was sufficiently great to reproduce the two girls in the reflection sharply. The cal- 
culated exposure was 1/10 sec. using Agfacolor film with a 35mm Rolleikin adapter.

HOWARD ZIEFF, THE LIGHT TOUCH 


“THE PEOPLE in my pictures always.seem to be a couple of inches off the 
ground.” That, says Howard Zieff, is what makes his commercial illus- 
trations sell. And a look at some of his work shows that figuratively, as 
well as literally, his statement accurately sums up the style and quality 
of his photography. 
Fresh, animated, airy, frivolous are the kind of words you would be 
likely to use in characterizing Zieff’s pictures. And the overriding element 
BY STANLEY Ht. can best be described as the light touch. Though Zieff takes his work as 
BROWN seriously as any man, there is often a built-in humor to it, not to mention 
the kind of dollars-and-cents appeal that has landed him assignments from 
such substantial names in advertising as Ford Motor Co., Helena Rubin- 
stein and Pond’s cosmetics, Esso Standard Oil Co., Pacific Sheets, This 
Week, Good Housekeeping magazine, and plenty of others in that bracket. 
“Photographers always seem to be asked for their gimmick or 
secret,” Zieff says. “For myself, I can’t say that I inject the light touch 
here or there when I make a picture. It actually doesn’t work that way. 
A photographer’s work usually reflects his individual attitudes toward life.

The pictures are just me, that’s all.” 

How they get to be that way isn’t quite so simple. 
Maybe part of the reason is that Zieff once enter- 
tained hopes of becoming a comedian and every now 
and then breaks out with an imitation of Clark Gable 
or Arthur Godfrey in the midst of an otherwise 
serious conversation. But in his studio he’s no clown 
at all. In fact, the copy-book virtues of hard work 
and concentration would be a much better way to 
describe him, photographically at least. 

If he has a secret method, it is flexibility. Every 
assignment means a new approach and maybe even 
dozens. “I never use a planted camera on an im- 
movable tripod,” Zieff insists, “and I start from 
scratch with lighting and everything else on each job.” 

With rare exceptions, Zieff does all his studio work 
with a Rolleiflex. This allows him considerable free- 
dom of movement and of lighting. If he isn’t satisfied 
with a position, he just picks up the camera and 
tripod and moves to another spot. The rare excep- 


tions come because of a client’s preferences, or for 
shots where distortion might be troublesome. Then 
he uses a 5 x 7 Deardorff view camera with a 4.x 5 
adapter. But even with a larger camera Zieff tries to 
get as much freedom of action as possible. Though 
he has taken pictures with a Speed Graphic, the only 
other camera he makes much use of is the 35mm 
Nikon. And that is reserved exclusively for natural- 
light work such as the recording sessions he shoots 
for Columbia Records. 

A typical assignment for Zieff requires consid- 
erable planning before a shutter is ever clicked. In 
a sense a commercial illustration is more like a small- 
scale movie production than it is like the kind of 
thing an amateur might take. The assignment may 
come to him as a bare idea, or as a finished layout. 
In either case the next step is to book models, and 
for Zieff’s light touch, this casting may be especially 
critical. Assembling the necessary props—they can

Electronic Flash 


ELECTRONIC FLASH FROM A TO Z, PART Ill... by CHARLES HELLMAN 


ELECTRONIC FLASH comes close to being the ideal artificial light source. Its short, 
intense burst of daylight type illumination permits us to capture on film action 
of split-second swiftness, or to obtain portraits with natural expressions, exquisite 
texture, modeling and detail. 

When such a light can be had in portable form, with a long and dependable 
life expectancy, and at moderate cost, no photographer can afford to be without 
accurate information about it. 

The principles of electronic flash were fully explained in the February issue 
(Electronic Flash from A to Z). In the March issue authoritative information 
was given on How To Buy an Electronic Flash Unit. It is assumed that you have 
read both articles. This article will go into details of the practical applications 
and use of speed lights. The information is intended primarily for users of portable 
and semi-portable outfits, although a certain amount of it would apply even to 
the biggest and most expensive studio units. We believe that it will help you 
to get the greatest utility and satisfaction from your electronic flash equipment. 





Which is the best film? Very little accurate information on this subject 
has been published. However, two things are desirable in black-and-white films 
to be used with electronic flash: high speed, and the ability to produce brilliant 
negatives. Many films which behave one way under normal photographic con- 
ditions display different characteristics with electronic flash. (This is due largely 
to a phenomenon called “reciprocity failure” which will be discussed more fully 
below.) For example, take Ansco Superpan Press, a high speed film, normally 
one full stop faster than Isopan, a medium speed, fine grain film. Yet they show 
almost equal speed when used with speed lights. Because of its finer grain, Isopan 
is the best choice among Ansco sheet films. In the roll films Superpan Press would 
be the fastest; Supreme, only a little slower, is recommended if enough light is 
available as it shows less graininess. Supreme would be a logical choice in 35mm 
(Ultra Speed Pan is faster but shows much more graininess). 

Among Kodak films Super Panchro Press Type B gives the best results of the 
sheet films. There is a wide choice in roll films. Surprisingly, Verichrome is about 


Action Stopping Power 

Best known and most spectacular use of speed light is to stop 
violent action. In fact, it was first developed by physicists for 
just that purpose. Although it has now become a useful general 
purpose illuminant many people still think of electronic flash 
only in terms of such shots as this one by Benn Mitchell. He used 
a twin-lens reflex, Super-XX film and a 90 watt-sec. portable with 
the lamp off the camera, to the left. The lighting was so contrasty 
and there was so much of it that moderate development gave suf- 
ficient negative contrast; he used Microdol (20 min. at 68° F.). 














Two Lights, One on Extension 


If your electronic flash unit has an outlet for an extension, by all means buy one and use it. Par- 
ticularly for portraiture, the improvement in modeling, flexibility and generally higher quality re- 
sults will more than pay for the cost, which is moderate. Benn Mitchell (Super-XX, reflex camera, 
180 watt-sec.-flash) used the extension up close to throw the strong sidelight, diffused the camera light 
so it would be just a fill-in. Here again, by adroit lighting, Mitchell achieved sufficient contrast to 
permit 20 min. development in Microdol. 

When an extension is added, there are two lamps to divide the energy in the power pack, and 
the light output is divided between them. The guide number for each lamp then is reduced to 0.7 
of the guide number for one lamp alone. Most modern low voltage (500 volts) units, such as the 
portable used here, have an effective flash duration of about } /2,000 sec. for a 50 watt-sec. unit, about 
1/1,000 for 100 watt-sec. types. When an extension is used with a 100 watt-sec. unit, there are two 
paths for the capacitors to discharge into. This shortens the effective flash time to about 1/2,000 sec. 





equal in speed to Super-XX when both are exposed to 
electronic flash; Plus-X is also used successfully and is 
recommended. Among the 35mm films Super-XX was 
long thought to be the fastest with electronic flash but 
many photographers have found that they get just as 
much speed out of Plus-X. Since Plus-X shows less graini- 
ness (an important factor) it is recommended. 

Ilford films apparently have different emulsion char- 
acteristics than Ansco and Kodak products. According 
to Ilford Ltd., those Ilford films. which are the fastest 
for ordinary exposures are also the fastest when used 
with speed lights. HP3 is the most widely used emulsion 
in sheet, roll and 35mm sizes. 

Of the DuPont films, only sheet film sizes are gener- 
ally available in camera stores. High Speed Pan Type 
428 is the best choice for speed. 

Although the films listed here are those which give the 
greatest speed with electronic flash, almost any standard 
black-and-white film can be used. This is particularly 
true where lots of light is available as in portraiture. 
Then the choice to make is the finest grained film 
which will give you the desired exposure with your 
equipment. 

No matter which type of film you use, make sure it’s 
fresh. Outdated films, or those nearing the expiration 
date frequently may be used satisfactorily with normal 
daylight exposures. However, they are likely to fail badly 
with electronic flash, and are subject to excessive fogging 


with the longer-than-normal development usually neces- 
sary with films exposed by speed light. 


How should films be developed? Films exposed to 
electronic flash should be developed in soft working but 
powerful formulas such as Kodak DK-60a and Ansco 
Permadol (for sheet films and large roll sizes) ; Kodak 
D-76 or D-23, Ansco Normadol, Edwal Super 12 (for 
small roll and 35mm films). Both ultra fine grain devel- 
opers and quick acting dynamite soups (such as paper 
developers) should be avoided. Recently, a developer has 
been marketed under the name Strob-X which is said to 
be specially designed for electronic flash work. It is simi- 
lar in its action and gives about the same graininess as 
the D-76 or Normadol types, but the developing times are 
much shorter. 

In most cases, films need to be developed 30 to 50 


_ percent longer than normal. Here’s why. Ordinarily, 


if daylight conditions call for an exposure of 1/25 sec. 
at £/16, we can produce the same result on the film 
with equivalent exposures of 1/50 at f/11, 1/100 at 
£/8, 1/200 at £/5.6 or 1/400 at £/4. This reciprocal re- 
lationship breaks down, however, when exposures get as 
brief as 1/1,000 sec. or less, and that phenomenon is 
called “reciprocity failure.” The common result is ex- 
treme loss of contrast and, sometimes, noticeable loss 
of film speed. Most of the modern speed lights give 
flashes on the order of 1/1,000 sec., although some go 


Two Lights, One a Slave 


A speed light slave unit is a complete, self- 
contained electronic flash unit which may 
be fired from a distance simply by flash- 
ing a bright light at it. A photoelectric cell 
then actuates the slave. Nothing could be 
handier for the photographer who needs 
lots of light, far from the camera, without 
stringing extension wires. Here, Frank J. 
Riemer, Jr., of the Milwaukee Sentinel had 
a 100 watt-sec. portable on the camera. Its 
flash set off simultaneously the 100 watt-sec. 
slave portable held by an assistant. He used 
Super Panchro Press Type B film with vigor- 
ous development. If both lights had been 
directed at the same point, guide number 
would be raised to 1.4 that of one unit 
alone. Theoretically, unlimited numbers of 
slave units may be set off by one synchro- 
nized flash, thus illuminating huge areas. 
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One Flash, on the Camera 


For most flash-on-camera pictures of individuals and small groups, even a 50 watt-sec. unit gives more than enough 
light for black-and-white films. However, since lighting is flat, resulting negatives usually need some plus-devel- 
opment to pep up contrast. By holding the lamp off to one side and high, more contrasty lighting is had, so nega- 
tives show more contrast, too. For large groups, a single flash on the camera usually overexposes the foreground, 
leaves the back in darkness. One remedy is to aim the light and calculate exposure for a point about two-thirds 
to the rear of the group. This will give more even light distribution. Morris Gordon met the man leading his horse 
through a blizzard, used a 100 watt-sec. flash, 4 x 5 camera, fast film, vigorous development to produce this mem- 
orable result. The “streaks” are close, out-of-focus snowflakes; they were not caused by movement of the flakes, 















Ultra Close-up 


Speed lights have been used with remark- 
able success in all types of scientific pho- 
tography. Small specimens don’t wilt as they 
do under powerful floods, sick people can 
better tolerate the cool, instantaneous flash. 
This cancerous growth was recorded by 
Julius Weber, eminent medical photogra- 
pher. To get powerful shadowless light he 
used two lamps on a 100 watt-sec. unit, 
dividing the power between them, 314 x 444 
triple extension bellows camera, High Speed _ 
Pan film overdeveloped in DK-60a. Latest 
wrinkle in close-up work is a circular flash- 
tube which fits around the lens mount, gives 
even, shadowless light on a small area. De- 
spite low guide numbers these are very use- 
ful light sources for specialized purposes. 


as slow as 1/750 and others may be as fast as. 1/3,000. 

It is a fact that if films are exposed by electronic 
flash, following exposure recommendations of the speed 
light manufacturer, but are developed for the “normal” 
_ time recommended by the film manufacturer for daylight 
exposures, the resulting negatives usually will be “flat” 
(contrastless). However, if the films are developed be- 
tween 30 and 50 percent longer than “normal,” contrast 
will be picked up considerably and there will be a sharp 
apparent increase in the effective film speed. In addi- 
tion, there’s an equally noticeable increase in graininess 
of the negatives. This shows up worst with 35mm and 
small roll films which must be enlarged greatly to pro- 
duce usable prints. 

Because of the graininess factor, much of the pub- 
lished information on developmént of small films is 
completely unrealistic. One frequently sees recommenda- 
tions for 50 percent overdevelopment of 35mm films in 
formulas which, though comparatively soft working, are 
' designed to produce “snappy” negatives ‘on large sheet 


film. The: resulting 35mm negatives give prints with: 


such a pepper and salt look about them as to be ex- 
tremely unattractive. The graininess factor has been con- 
sidered carefully in preparing the exposure-development 
recommendations in this article. 


How lighting affects development: The way in which. 


the speed lights are used may have an important effect 


on the contrast of the negatives. If the lamps are set so . 


that the lighting will be strongly directional and of high 
contrast, and if full exposure is given, negatives may be 






















































developed normally, or with only slight plus-development. 
However, if electronic flash is used as a bounced light, 
the illumination is reflected in a soft diffused pattern from 
ceiling, walls or screens, and is inherently contrastless. 
If the photographer is pushing things a bit, perhaps try- 
ing to get away with less than normal exposure, the 
combination of these factors, plus reciprocity failure, will 
result in films so contrastless that considerable over-. 
development is necessary to produce printable negatives. 
Obviously, unless the photographer keeps this point in 
mind, it’s going ‘to be impossible, to get satisfactory re- 
sults from speed lights. 


The importance of guide numbers: Indivisibly tied 
to the problem of development is the matter of the guide 
number by which exposures are calculated. Guide num- 
bers for speed lights have exactly the same function as 
guide numbers for conventional flash exposures. Each 
guide number is, in effect, an exposure recommendation 
for a particular speed light and film combination. Since - 
the shutter speed has little effect on the exposure (speed 
lights must always be flashed at the instant the blades 
are wide open) the duration of the electronic flash always 
governs. the duration of the exposure (about 1/1,000 
sec. with most portable units). Thus, at a given lamp-to- 
subject distance, the only exposure variable at our com- 
mand is the diaphragm opening. If the guide number is 
110, for example, simply divide it by the lamp-to-subject 
distance (10 feet, perhaps) and the result, 11, is the 
correct diaphragm opening to use (f/11). At 22 feet 
the proper lens opening would be about £/5; at 5 feet it 
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would be £/22, and so on. It’s a simple technique. 

If, when two speed lights are used separately (but with 
the same type of film), one unit offers a guide number 
of 120, while the other offers a guide number of 180, it’s 
a reasonable assumption that the second one is a more 
powerful unit, or at least throws more light that is effec- 
tive photographically. 

Unfortunately, that is not always the case. Due to the 
reciprocity failure phenomenon explained above, some 
extra development of the film is usually necessary to get 
the desired contrast. One speed light manufacturer may 
be basing his guide number of 120 on conservative de- 
velopment in a medium fine grain formula which gives 
beautiful negatives. The other may be recommending a 
development which blasts the last bit out of the film, re- 
sulting in coarse, grainy looking, inferior negatives, and 
thereby getting his guide number of 180. It is most im- 
portant that this be kept in mind. Otherwise, there is 
likely to be much gnashing of teeth when negatives turn 
out to be unprintable. 

In practice you may well find that with the same speed 
light two sets of guide numbers are desirable. One will 
be for small films, exposed fully and developed moder- 
ately to get negatives suitable for much enlargement. 
The other will be for 4 x 5 and larger films which are 
enlarged only a few diameters, if at all, and thus may 
be pushed more in’ development without loss of image 
quality due to graininess. 
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Advantages of moderate guide numbers: Since 
manufacturers of electronic flash units are naturally inter- 
ested in claiming the highest possible guide numbers, they 
usually base their data on very strong development. If you 
take pictures where the utmost punch must be obtained 
from the unit and the highest guide number possible is 
important, then you have to develop that way. However, a 
calm look at the exposure data for most speed light shots 
of individuals or small groups will show conclusively that 
there’s usually more than enough light available—in 
fact, even with relatively small units, lenses frequently 
must be stopped down to f/16 or £/22 for portraiture. 
This makes no sense. Lenses for 35mm and small roll 
film cameras do not perform best at such apertures. They 
reach their peak of sharpness between £/5.6 and £/9, 
usually. If stopped down beyond that, depth of field in- 
creases somewhat, but definition decreases noticeably. 
By using a slightly slower, finer grained film developed 
moderately, and a correspondingly reduced guide num- 
ber, several important advantages will be had. Lens open- 
ings of about £/5.6 to £/9 will mean that your lens prob- 
ably is functioning at its sharpest. Reduced graininess will 
permit big enlargements with top grade image quality. 
The moderate development will permit you to mix on 
the same roll pictures taken by speed light and by day- 
light (with extreme overdevelopment the daylight pic- 
tures would be far too dense and perhaps unprintable 
unless you had gone to some (Continued on page 114) 






Bounce Light as Main Light 


To fill this large room with even illumina- 
tion, Esther Bubley put the lamp of her 100 
watt-sec. speed light on a tall stand, aimed 
it at the ceiling, which bounced the light 
down to produce this charming scene. De- 
spite the background window, the flash was 
the main light source. Miss Bubley uses a 
35mm camera extensively, finds that with 
Super-XX or Ilford HP3 film development 
in D-76 for 13 min. at 68° F. usually gives 
the results she wants. Note that although 
the general effect is one of softness, there 
is considerable contrast in this picture. 
Bounce flash technique has wide acceptance 
among photojournalists and others who 
wish to simulate natural light. Efficiency is 
low and so is the contrast, usually. Light 
may go all over the place although it can 
be aimed, as here. Photographers have to 
work out their own exposure rules. As a 
starter, open the diaphragm at least two full 
stops beyond what it would be for direct 
lighting at the same distance. The color and 
closeness of walls, ceiling, nature of sub- 
ject, all have an effect on the result. 


















Bounce Light as Fill, With Natural Light 


Essentially, this is a photograph by existing light, but there wasn’t quite enough light to permit the depth 
of field, detail, texture which Morris Gordon wanted. So, he set up a large white blotter on each side of 
his subject, aimed the flash at the left one. Light caromed from one blotter to the other, giving a highlight 
on one side, filling shadows on the other side and building up a moderate degree of contrast. Gordon 
used a slow shutter speed (1/25 at £/5.6) so the existing light would also register on the Plus-X roll film, 
which was plus-developed 30 percent in D-23. If he had used a high shutter speed the effect of existing light 
would have been cut out completely. This is an important point when bouncing electronic flash. If there is 
much existing light in the background, and if slow shutter speeds and wide lens openings are used, “ghost” 
images may appear due to even moderate movement in areas which were exposed mainly by existing light.

35 ViM slide binders 





35 MM SERIES 
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You can protect your color transparencies with a minimum 


of effort and time by using ready-made binders. There are 


five types available. Each has certain advantages and disadvantages. Here’s 


how a sample of each type of binder works . . . by Norman Rothschild 


Editor’s Note: Transparencies must be removed from 
cardboard mounts and glass must be clean before binding 
begins. See March issue, pages 62 and 63 for hints. Check 
page 126, this issue, concerning moisture problems. 


PLASTIC FRAME BINDERS 


Binders using a plastic frame and glass have many ad- 
vantages. They are light in weight, do not bend out of 
shape too easily, and can be readily assembled. If you 
favor plastic construction, inspect a sample of the 
binder you like. Examine to make sure it doesn’t chip 
easily. Try a sample in your projector to check pos- 
sible warpage under heat. The Lindia hinder, here 
illustrated, is one of the better plastic products. It re- 
portedly obviates a good many faults by using a plastic 
compound which is mixed with aluminum powder for 
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greater strength. The binder consists of 1A an end cap 
with a titling strip, two pieces of thin glass and a grooved 
lower frame with prongs. Here’s how the binder is 
assembled. First 2A you place the transparency be- 
tween the two glasses. While sliding the glass into the 
frame 3A, hold the frame by the bottom, not by the 
edges. If you hold onto the edges, the glass may not 
slide into the frame evenly. To place the end cap 4A 
squeeze the sides of the frame together with your thumb 
and forefinger and push the cap home. When you re- 
lease the pressure on the frame sides, the cap will lock 
in place over the prongs. Although the transparency 
thus mounted can be removed and replaced with an- 
other any time you wish, it’s not a good idea to change 
transparencies in this type of binder too often. Frequent 
changing will weaken the tension of the binder sides 
causing the binder to become loose, the glass to rattle. 
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CARDBOARD FRAME BINDERS 


Cardboard frame binders are even lighter in weight than 
the plastic frames (left). In addition the cardboard acts 
as a shock absorber in case the slide is dropped acci- 
dentally. However, if the slide is handled frequently, 
cardboard mounts have a tendency to fray and bend 
out of shape. The heat of the projector may also dry 
the glue, allowing the glass to rattle and perhaps crack. 
Once a transparency is bound in such a cardboard 
slide, it cannot be replaced with another easily. With 
careful handling, however, the cardboard mount will 
give excellent protection to your slides. The SVE slide- 
binder is a typical cardboard unit. It consists of a 
fibre frame attached to one side of a heavy gummed 
kraft paper double mask plus two pieces of glass 1B. In 
some binders, such as the Clay Adams and the Esco 
Magicmount, the mask and frame are separate. To use 
the SVE, you first wet that part of the mask showing 
inside the fibre frame 2B. Use a slightly moistened cot- 
ton swab or small brush. Immediately after moistening, 
place the glass and transparency sandwich (which should 
already be assembled) into the recessed opening 3B. 
Then run your fingers around the outside edges of the 
sandwich to make sure that the glass is adhering to 
the glued mask. This operation should be done on a flat 
surface such as a table to make sure that finger pres- 
sure is applied evenly. Next moisten the outside paper 
mask rectangle, fold over the top flap 4B and seal the 
mount by applying even finger pressure around the 
edges. Drying time will take a few minutes to hours, 
depending upon the amount of moisture used to wet 
the gummed portions of the binder. Don’t attempt to 
force dry the slide with heat. Don’t try placing it in a 
projector until you’re sure it’s dry. If you do happen to 
seal one of these binders incorrectly, thete’s not too 
much that can be done about it. Better start over with 
a fresh binder. If you’re careful however, the cardboard 
frame binders can give you neat, well-protected slides. 





METAL SNAP TOGETHER BINDERS 


Metal snap together binders are generally made of a lightweight 
metal such as aluminum, except the Brumberger (illustrated) 
which is of steel. They are quite rigid, can’t warp or chip, and 
show no effects from projector heat. They can be disassembled 
easily for a change of transparencies. Sometimes, difficulty may 
be experienced trying to pry the binders apart while opening. 
In such cases, a small pointed instrument or a knife may be 
needed. The Brumberger is a typical metal snap together binder. 
It consists of an inner frame with guides for the glass, an 
outer frame and, of course, the glass 1©. In use, the trans- 
parency must first be removed from the cardboard mount, cleaned 
and then sandwiched between the two pieces of glass. This 
sandwich is placed within the inner frame guide pins 2C. The 
outer frame is then lined up and placed over the inner frame 3C. 
The final step 4C is to press the outside edges of the mount 
together until the two metal frame pieces lock firmly in place.

METAL SLIDE TOGETHER BINDERS 


Metal slide together binders are often quite similar to 
the snap together (above). They are generally of a light 
metal, therefore rigid and quite durable and are usu- 
ally easier to open than the snap together binders. But 
they do have one disadvantage as compared with the 
snap together type. The binders may slide apart when 
you attempt to remove them from your projector slide 
carrier. This is especially true if the carrier has strong 
slide holding springs. To prevent this, make sure you 
follow to the letter the manufacturer’s directions for 
assembly. A small piece of cellophane tape across one 
slide edge may also be needed, however, if you still have 
trouble. The Davidson slide together binder 1D consists 
of an outer channeled frame, an inner frame and two

must be removed from the cardboard frame and then 
placed between the two glass pieces which have been 
cleaned thoroughly beforehand. The transparency and 
glass sandwich is inserted into the inner frame 2D. The 
inner frame with its inset of transparency and glass is 
then slid into the channels of the outer frame 3D and 
the inner frame pushed home. Cinei Binders (not shown) , 
which are imported from Germany, have a slightly dif- 
ferent type of construction. Besides an inner and outer 
frame they employ a mask and two very thin pieces of 
glass. The transparency is placed in the mask, the mask 
between the glasses, and then the glass is slipped into 
the inner frame. The Cinei binder incidentally is the 
only binder examined which locks when the frames are 
slid together. This lessens its chance of coming apart. 
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ADAPTER SLIDE BINDERS 


The binder illustrated represents an entirely dif- 
ferent concept in approach to mounting slides. 
While all the others require the transparency to 
be removed from the cardboard mount furnished 
when the slide is returned from the processors, the 
new Emde Protectochrome uses the transparency 
in the original cardboard mount. This shortens 
the entire mounting operation substantially and 
lessens the danger of getting dirt or fingerprints 
on the transparency itself. However, since the trans- 
parency remains in the cardboard mount, the two 
sheets of protective glass do not come into contact 
with it and there is likelihood of the transparency 
buckling out of focus under projector heat. The 
cardboard mounts must be in perfect condition. If 
the cardboard has already thickened from use or 
the edges have become rounded or frayed, the re- 
sulting mounted transparency may be too thick to 
fit slide changer carriers. The hest time to mount 
the transparencies, therefore, is when they arrive 
from the processing labs, before the mounts have 
been handled at all. The Emde Protectochrome 
mount consists of a metal frame with an end flap 
and two extremely thin pieces of glass 1E. The 
transparency furnishes the actual mask. To use the 
binder, you slip the cardboard mounted trans- 
parency between the two pieces of glass. The 
_ transparency and glass sandwich can then be slid 
into the metal frame 2E. The open edge of the 
binder must now be closed. A small metal tool is 
supplied with the mounts for this purpose. With the 
tool you can bend the metal flap over the glass 3E. 
This should be done on a flat surface. If the pres- 
sure is applied evenly, a good seal can be effected.

“When I saw the child playing in the doorway, I was intrigued 
by the simplicity of the background and took a picture. She saw 
me, half-hidden by my Leica in its shooting position, and thinking 
I was playing ‘peek-a-boo,’ she joined in the fun. Her movements. 
turned into an impromptu ballet—and what started as a single, 
became a picture sequence.” 


The pictures were taken with a Leica, equipped with a 50mm 
Summarit lens. Exposure was {/1.5 at 1/20 sec. on Super-XX.—J. J.

These 6 pages show Todd Webb's full-length portrait of a busy 
New York City block and how he made it. The idea is adaptable 


to most cameras as no special equipment was used. 
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Start at 43rd Street and walk north. [> 








Photographing this street required a half-hour when light intensity [> 
and shadow direction were constant, precise leveling and handling of 
the camera, patience—and luck. As Sixth Avenue traffic is heavy, I had 
to shoot from the sidewalk opposite the subject. I chose 8 camera posi- 
tions, using the opposite curbline as a base for each exposure. Two 
legs of a Quick-Set tripod, spread to extreme and placed at curb edge 
(Fig. 1) fixed the camera at about the same height and level, and at 


right angles to the facade. A carpenter’s spirit level atop the camera 
(Fig. 2) certified a perfect horizontal, thus keeping vertical lines of the 
buildings parallel. Excessive foreground was eliminated by raising 
the lensboard till the curbline opposite showed on the ground glass as the 
base for each picture. A narrow angle of view was required for accurate 
matching of prints. All these problems were solved by a 4x5 Auto Graflex 
with a 10-inch lens and rising front (Fig. 3). I made 8 overlapped 
shots at £/10 for 1/130 second on Super Panchro-Press, Type B film.

<] Negatives were developed in ABC Pyro, exactly timed to insure 
equal contrast and density. Otherwise tonal quality of the panel 
would vary. Prints required similar precision. I made contacts. 
Then, laying them end to end on a drawing board, I marked the 
overlaps, cutting them with a razor-sharp knife along a steel rule 
(Fig. 4). Next, I mounted the prints on a cardboard strip (Fig. 5), 
making a guide for mounting enlargements. For all my care in 
leveling the camera there were small discrepancies in linear match- 
ing. | overcame them by trimming top and bottom edges, guided by 
a right-angle rule (Fig. 6). The 8 enlargements, made on Koda- 
bromide F, No. 2, double weight, were meticulously exposed and 
developed. My pattern was easy to follow, and the large prints were 
much easier to cut than the contacts. Guided by the curbline, I dry- 
mounted the enlargements on a strip of Masonite 8 feet long and 
1214 inches wide, as shown opposite. (Continued on page 110)

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an amateur shoots Miss 


THE VOTES WERE IN. Miss Rheingold of 1954 finally had 
been chosen by the thousands of followers in the annual 
beauty quest. From the line-up of attractive young Ameri- 
can women, pretty Adrienne Garrett was the winner. 

Late last fall when professional Paul Hesse was as- 
signed to photograph Miss Rheingold in New York City’s 
Central Park, MoperN volunteered another photogra- 
pher—an amateur, David Trooper. The idea was to see 
what kind of pictures an amateur would make working 
on location with a professional model. 

Hesse, who has photographed the succession of Miss 
Rheingolds since 1940, worked skillfully, decisively, for 
more than two hours in the bright November morning. 
With his large view camera, flash units, reflectors, and 
a group of assistants to shuffle equipment, he wound up 
with many pictures of Miss Garrett, familiar from coast 
to coast in current advertising media (opposite page). 
Trooper’s pictures won’t be seen under the Rheingoldian 
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badge. But they show what an observant amateur can do, 
armed with a Rolleicord, exposure meter, and yellow filter. 

How did it feel to shoot on location with professionals? 
“Well,” says Trooper, who confesses to shyness, “there 
were a lot of people around, which made it confusing at 
first. They always seemed to be right in the background 
whenever I wanted to shoot.” The big equipment was 
sometimes in the way when Trooper found a new angle 
from which to shoot, and he found that it was difficult 
to catch the model’s expression. When she smiled for 
Hesse, Trooper had to be prepared either to shoot imme- 
diately or to lose an appealing picture. 

Although Trooper took advantage of the many poses 
which Hesse photographed, he also made variations on 
the scene: pictures of Hesse at work (see page 18), of 
assistants adjusting Miss Garrett’s coat or hair, and of 
some of the numerous onlookers. Trooper admitted it was 
quite an experience!—Rebecca Blanchard

How can a camera club encour- 
age beginners and keep the ad- 
vanced workers happy too? A 
few special programs will help. 


Few problems are more acute in 
camera clubs than that of educating 
beginners or lame ducks without bor- 
ing advanced workers with a deluge 
of kindergarten data. Recently, one 
club I know of tried a new procedure 
which seems to be working very well. 

This is an active club! It meets 
weekly, on Monday nights. The mem- 
bers decided to take the last Monday 
night of each month for an instruction 
night. Knowing that if they held class- 
es in the clubrooms, none of the nov- 
ices who said they were eager to learn 
would actually show up, they divided 
the tyros into groups of four or five 
and assigned an advanced member to 
each group. 


Small groups best 


The beginners don’t play hooky, as 
they usually do in clubroom classes. I 
think they would feel they were let- 
ting the instructor down, or being out 
and out rude, if they didn’t come 


around to these sessions. Or perhaps 
=

they believe (and correctly) that they 
are bound to learn more from small- 
class instruction than they would from 
a large class where they wouldn’t all 
have a chance to do the developing or 
enlarging or whatever. Also, they get 
a look at an amateur darkroom, and 
have a chance to hash over various 
matters—what’s the best camera, en- 
larger, developer—all of those subjects 
so dear to the beginner in photogra- 
phy. In any case, it’s well to work on 
your beginners before they get dis- 
couraged comparing their own work 
to that of the cream of the club. This 
also prevents new members from be- 
coming bored and confused by listen- 
ing to talk they can’t grasp. 


Try special contests 


After the instruction you have given 
them has just begun to take, you might 
try some special contests just for 
them. Have somebody shoot several 
rolls of exactly the same subject. Let 
each one make the best print he can, 
and award prizes. Nothing fancy: just 
film, paper, and maybe some gag prizes 
such as a lollipop to use as a dodger, 
sandpaper to reduce dense areas. You 
must have some wag who can think up

New York’s Metropolitan Life Camera Club found summer field trips weren’t 
too hard to plan—even if a club’s located in a city. Display of field trip pictures 
makes a good show for first fall meeting. Any interesting activities at your club? 
We will pay $10 for each black-and-white photograph of same that we can use. 
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the right items to suit the occasion. 

This first contest should be just on 
good printing. A second one might hx 
arranged by giving each beginner a 
negative of a large scene. Possibly you 
could borrow a neg from one of the 
beginners and have copy-negatives 
made. Most beginners have such out- 
door negatives. 

The idea is for each beginner to 
make out as many different pictures 
as he can from this one negative, using 
only small areas of the neg. Such a 
cropping contest is most instructive, 
for the cropped print will undoubtedly 
be much better than the cluttered print 
of the whole negative. 


Stick to a theme 


I also believe that these special con- 
tests on one definite theme are a better 
bet for beginners than the usual club 
contests which group the beginners in 
one class, advanced workers in an- 
other. These mixed contests usually 
bring home to the beginner the fact 
that he’s an awful dub compared to 
those big shots in the advanced group. 
So the beginners’ contests, with no 
similar competition for those enviable 
big shots, are soothing to the begin- 
ners’ egos. The contest prints on the 
themes mentioned above should, of 
course, be judged at a general] club 
meeting where applause will be sweet 
to the tyro’s ears. 

Subject matter is another topic that 
isn’t discussed often enough in camera 
clubs, and is certainly something be- 
ginners need to wise up on. It would 
be most encouraging to them if some 
member who has saved up some of his 
early work would give a talk one 
evening, discussing his early errors 
and, if possible, showing some of his 
later work, more or less on the same 
material, but wisely chosen. That is, 
he might show his first timid, wishy- 
washy landscape, and then a good one; 
or his first awful portrait or character 
study, and then his more informal, 
candid, and meaningful work. If he 
stressed the point that he owed all 
to his membership in the club and the 
valuable criticism he had received, 
surely that would sell the beginner and 
encourage him about his future. 
Proof of the pudding 

I’m thoroughly sold on camera clubs. 
Hundreds of people send me prints, 
either for criticism or in the belief 
that I can use their shots on my weekly 
photo page. Not once in a blue moon 
do I get an effective .cture except 
from a professional o: a camera-club 
member. And the best of the pros 
started as amateurs, often as cam- 
era-club members. No matter how 
dizzy and ill-organized a camera club 
may be—and there are many of them 
in that state—there is still some magic 
in them which does make good pho- 
tographers out of cubs, and good tech- 
nicians out of Sloppy Joes. 

So, once you’ve shooed a beginner 
into the club, work on him, teach him, 
encourage him, and don’t let him slip 
off the hook.—THE END “

Can’t blame anybody for being excited 
when he sends in a roll of Kodachrome 
Film to be processed. Perhaps that’s 
why so many forget to put on a return 
address. Sometimes the sender’s name 
is there, but no town. Sometimes noth- 
ing at all. And sometimes, instead of 
legible printing, a quick non-Spencerian 
signature that looks like excited spa- 
ghetti. 

You’d be surprised how much of this 
homeless film gets back home. That’s 
the job of Kodak’s FIB. Not FBI, but 
FIB. Stands for “Film Identification 
Bureau.”’ When anonymous film comes 
in, it’s processed; then FIB studies it, 
card-indexes the subject matter, film size, 
date, and so on; searches the pictures 
for place names, street signs, State li- 
cense plates, architectural landmarks, 
local vegetation—and anything else that 
might be a clue. When the owner writes 
us, it’s usually easy to sort his film out.

We thought you’d like to know about 
FIB; but please try not to use their serv- 
ices. It’s quicker to print your return ad- 
dress legibly when you send Koda- 
chrome in for processing. 

And, by the way—when you send 
Cine-Kodak film in, tie a stout string 
around the package. Movie reels are very 





clever about cutting their way out of a 
box that isn’t string tied. Magazine film, 
too. The address is on the box, not on 
the reel or magazine; and it often takes 
quite a while to bring them back to- 
gether. 


Ball bearings 

We seem to be acquiring quite a family 
of cameras with ball-bearing lens mounts. 
There are three now: the Kodak Chevron 


“Ekta” and “‘color’’ and “chrome.” 


Camera, the Kodak Signet 35 Camera, 
and the Kodak Bantam RF Camera. 
You’d think that we think a lot of ball- 
bearing mounts. We do. 

Let’s look at why we use this type of 
mount. In the first place, a camera lens 
must be held exactly parallel to the film 
plane. In the second, the lens must focus 
smoothly, accurately, with no “play,” 
and in all sorts of weather. And this is 
precisely what we achieve by mounting 





the focusing ring on ball bearings under 
constant, uniform pressure. 

By using precision ball bearings, we 
can, be sure that the mount will always 
be held parallel, and that the relationship 
of lens plane to film plane will hold con- 
stant while the mount is being rotated 
for focusing. By the use of ball bearings 
and by careful machining of all mount 
parts, “play” is practically impossible. 
And ball bearings work smoothly in al- 
most any temperature or climate. 

This type of mount is the best way to 
make sure you get full advantage of a 
really fine lens.

Helping hand 
Half the fun of a serious hobby is to 
watch it grow, see new people come in 
with new enthusiasm, help teach the 
young idea how to shoot—and then run 
hard to catch up and outshoot it. This 
is especially true of amateur photog- 
raphy, because it’s rich in lore to be 
passed on, and there’s no ceiling on 
achievement. 

If you’re an old-timer, latch on to a 






beginner, show him the ropes, and watch 
your pleasure double overnight. And if 
you’re on your way up—find an old 
hand who will share his secrets and show 
you the right road. Joining a camera 
club is one way, a good one. Or, your 
Kodak dealer may be able to put you 
in touch. Ask him. 


Sweet films 


Do you ever puzzle over a box of choc- 
olates, wondering which are the cara- 
mels and which are the fruit centers? 
Difficult, unless you know the confec- 
tioner’s code, the little design on top of 
each candy. Every little squiggle has a 
meaning all its own. For instance, this 
is a pineapple center: 





Kodak also uses a name-coding sys- 
tem for its color films and processes. 
(We're getting so many that we need it 
ourselves, to keep them all straight.) 
There are three main groups: 

1. If the name starts with “Koda,” 
Kodak does the processing. Thus we

for professional movie work. 

All clear? It’s quite a box of candy— 
and sweet performance in every bonbon. 

(Incidentally—the endings of the color- 
film names have meaning, too. A 
“chrome” ending means a_positive- 
transparency film—Ektachrome, Koda- 
chrome. A “color” ending means a 
color-negative film—Kodacolor, Ekta- 
color. Very tidy all ’round.) 


Bend and stretch 


Everybody needs at least one camera 
that can stretch like a lazy cat, scrunch 
up like an accordion, switch without a 
whimper from a telephoto shot of the 
Matterhorn to a larger-than-life close-up 
of a bee on a clover blossom, angle up, 
angle down, angle left or right without 
turning all the subject’s right angles into 
queer angles, picture a document or a 
pretty face with equal ease, picture a 
skyscraper so it stands up straight in- 
stead of imitating an Egyptian obelisk 
—in short, a camera as versatile as a 
New England ship’s carpenter who does 
electrical work and plumbing in his spare 
time. 

Our candidate is the Kodak Master 
View Camera, 4 x 5. A beautiful instru- 
ment, and a most accommodating one, 


with every control you could wish. Try 
it, and you'll fall in love with it. 
_ To correct horizontal distortion and 
Increase depth of focus, both the front 
and back of this camera can be swung 
in either direction on a vertical axis. To 
do the same thing on a vertical plane, 
both the front and back can be swung 
in either direction on a horizontal axis. 

To change the lens position in a verti- 
cal plane, the front can be moved up 
and down. When there’s something in 
the way, both the front and back can be 
moved sideways in either direction. 

To change from a vertical to a hori- 


zontal format, or for anything in be- 
tween, the back can be rotated in a full 
360° circle. 

And the bellows moves in and out 
to a full 14-inch extension, lenses inter- 
change freely, and standard film or plate 
holders as well as film pack adapters 
will fit the camera back. 

The 4 x 5 size is not only economical 
but convenient. And the camera is a 
sensible $145 (with Carrying Case and 
one 4 x 5 Graphic Film Holder; less 
lens). We also make an 8 x 10 view 
camera (recently announced) that does 
everything the 4 x 5 does. It’s your choice 
whether or not you want to bend and 
stretch on a grander scale. 

Incidentally, those of you who own a 
Kodak Flurolite Enlarger are fortunate 
indeed, for it can be readily converted 
into a camera. All it takes to be in busi- 
ness is a Kodak Flurolite Camera Bed, 
back adapter that accepts 244 x 344 com- 
bination film and plate holders, and 
ground-glass focusing back. Ask your 
Kodak dealer about it. 


Ink prints 

You should know about the Kodak 
Ektagraph Process. That’s our super- 
duper improvement on the silk-screen 
process, used for poster printing and 
such. 

It works fine for “line copy’”—an- 
nouncements, camera club posters, bul- 
letins, maps, drawings (see cut, made 
from an Ektagraph print). Works for 
halftones, too, if you have an engraver’s 
camera or can use Kodak Autoscreen 
Ortho Film. 

Here’s how the process goes. Make a 
film positive of your map, drawing, or 


other original. Print this by contact on 
Kodak Ektagraph Film. Develop the 
film; then wash off all the undeveloped 
emulsion with hot water. Next, squeegee 
the Ektagraph film print down on silk 
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bolting cloth stretched over a frame, 
and peel off the film base. You now have 
a fine stencil, on silk. Put this down on 
a sheet of paper, squeeze heavy ink 
through it (using a rubber blade) and— 
presto!—a print. Hundreds of prints if 
you wish, on almost any kind of paper. 
And any color of ink. 

This is specialized stuff, so most 
Kodak dealers don’t carry the materials. 
Best way to learn the details is to make 
friends with a silk-screen process opera- 
tor. (You’ll find silk-screen shops listed 
in the yellow section of your telephone 
book, and you'll be delighted to see the 
beautiful work they do.) Kodak makes 
the Ektagraph Film, processing chemi- 
cals, and stripping solvent; and the silk- 
screen shop will know which Kodak 
dealers stock these. The silk and inks 
come from art stores and screen-process 
supply dealers. 

Incidentally, it takes about 20 minutes 
to make an Ektagraph stencil. That in- 
cludes contact printing, processing, trans- 
ferring to the silk, drying, and stripping 
off the base. Fast action, yes? 


Hypo pump 

The word siphon is derived from the 
ancient Greek siphon, meaning siphon. 
However, long before the Greeks found a 
word for it, Neanderthal man probably 
discovered the basic principle by suck- 
ing creek water up through a straw. 

We think our Kodak Automatic Tray

Maybe your still camera equipment represents a major invest- 
ment, and you’ve hesitated to enter the movie field because you 
have felt that movies of comparable quality would require an 
equally important investment.

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Dr. Cinema says... 


Try some rainy day footage for humor, high- 
lights, and color. Here is how to go about it... 


THE rainy season always poses a prob- 
lem for movie-makers. The day your 
friend from New Hebrides arrives at 
the airport for a thirty minute layover, 
it is certain to pour. And when you 
take a trip and run across a “location 
shot” that simply can’t be repeated 
later, even the ducks will be wearing 
water wings. 

What to do! If you subscribe to the 
theory that rain puts an end to outdoor 
movie-making, you are in for a lot of 
sodden, disappointing weekends. But 
if you are willing to fire away—rain 
or no rain—I’ll wager that you’ll come 
up with some surprising results. As a 
matter of fact, your rainy day scenes 
may produce some of the most inter- 
esting color footage you’ve ever shot. 

Why? Well, for one thing the rela- 
tively flat light on a cloudy day elim- 
inates the harsh shadows and exces- 
sive contrasts which so often detract 
from subjects shot in sunlight. As for 
the rain itself—it can actually save 
many a dull-day scene by introducing 
thousands of highlights that don’t even 
exist when the sun is out. Try to think 
of it this way: “When it rains you 
actually compose your picture with 
highlights instead of with shadows.” 
That simple concept will go a long way 
towards opening your eyes to rainy 
day filming possibilities. 

Rain as a gimmick 

You can often find use for rainy day 
shots as a gimmick in a movie story 
you want to tell. A shot of rain beating 
against the window, or of a puddle be- 
ing bombarded with raindrops, can set 
the mood for a film. An excellent ex- 
ample of this was represented in a 
commercial film I saw. The picture 
was slanted to show farm equipment 
dealers how they could use movie films 
in their sales demonstrational work. 
The point was made that a movie could 
do a selling job regardless of the 
weather. Then came a close-up of a 
window with rain beating against it. 
The accompanying narration remind- 
ed the dealers that they couldn’t dem- 
onstrate a tractor to a prospect in 
weather like this—but that a film could 
do it rain or shine. Take my word for 
it—that scene packed a punch. With a 
little thought, you can use a similar 
Scene to provide the motivation or at- 
mosphere for the film that follows. 


Forget about a script 


You can do without a script for a 
rainy day movie better than for any 


other theme or subject I can think of. 
Even if you simply haul the camera 
out and start shooting, a disorderly 
succession of scenes will provide foot- 
age that can either be edited into 
something presentable, or used piece- 
meal in other films. In the city, of 
course, you’ll look for reflections in the 
streets, sidewalks, and building win- 
dows. People and automobiles take on 
a different quality, too. After dark, 
lights of all sorts—traffic lights, signs, 
store fronts—cast interesting and 
sometimes bizarre reflections. In the 
country, look for unusual] rain effects 
with regard to stone and wooden 
fences, vegetation, buildings, livestock, 
and people going about their chores. 
Close-ups will be especially effective— 
dripping eaves, feet sloshing through 
puddles, rivulets on an umbrella. 


If you want to go technical... 

Some movie-shooters like to make 
a production of a thing—and occasion- 
ally it pays off in really fine film. If 
you have an ambitious streak, try 
a bit of animation or stop-action foot- 
age in connection with rain. 

Let’s take a birdbath as a handy 
prop. If you can photograph the bird- 
bath through a window—fine. Other- 
wise you'll need protection for both the 
camera and yourself during the time 
you are shooting outdoors. 

First, film the birdbath during an 
alleged dry spell when it’s empty. Use 
a tripod, and locate the positions of the 
feet with small sticks driven into the 
ground. (These will enable you to 
locate the exact tripod position later.) 
Aim the cam- 
era so that the 
birdbath fills 
the viewfind- 
er, then lightly 
mark on the 
rim of the bird- 
bath the limits 
of the view- 
finder frame. Now shoot your dry 
spell footage. Next time it rains, set 
up the camera to match the reference 
marks you made, and try to film the 
first few drops as they fall into the 
bowl. Then wait until a small pool has 
formed and shoot a few more frames— 
repeating this procedure until the 
bowl is full. (Or add water between 
shots with a bucket if the rain doesn’t 
come fast enough to suit you!) When 
projected, the bath will appear to fill 
to the point of overflowing in a matter 
of just a few seconds. 














Sounds like a lot of trouble, doesn’t 
it? Okay, so it is a lot of trouble. But 
think how you can use this footage. 
Cut into short lengths and spliced 
into a feature film, it can indicate a 
passing of time. Or by dropping a few 
yellow leaves into the bowl while it 
is filling, you have a transition shot 
from summer through autumn into 
winter. This is how the advanced ama- 
teur hobbyists get professional real- 
ism into their work—they sweat out 
the painstaking details instead of 
“watching and wishing”’ while the rain 
comes down. 


So you want humor, too! 


For a humorous touch, try this: 
Show that it’s raining. Then show a 
youngster coming home from school in 
the rain. He carefully steps into every 
puddle along the way. Get a close-up 
of his waterlogged shoes as he walks 
into the house. Record Mom’s exasper- 
ation as she lectures Junior and points 
to a pair of rubbers. Catch Junior 
carefully putting on the rubbers over 
his soaked shoes, going outside, and 
splashing into more puddles. He’s 
technically within the law now, so 
which puddles does he choose? Why 
the deep ones—only those that spill 
water over the tops of his rubbers. 

Rainy day shots aren’t worth the 
price of a ruined camera—but there’s 
no reason why they should be. Keep

the camera as dry as possible. It isn’t 
hard to keep the lens dry because 
most movie-lenses have a built-in or 
accessory lens shade that sticks way 
out in front of the glass. If it’s windy, 
shoot to leeward or across the wind. 
Use a lens cap between shots. Check 
the lens for water frequently and wipe 
it with lens tissue if you see any drop- 
lets. Shoot from the shelter of an um- 
brella, doorway, or overhanging eaves 
when you can. But do haul that cam- 
era out the next time it rains—and 
shoot! —THE END 
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This picture, above, was shot with a “normal” focal length 
lens (%-inch for 8mm, l-inch for 16mm). Compare the 
field of view and image size with telephoto shots, right. 


A medium telephoto (l-inch or 2-inch focal length for 
8mm and 16mm cameras respectively) covers an area only 
half as wide as a normal lens, magnifies subject twice. 


telephoto lenses 


for movie-makers 


fs: are at least three good reasons why the average 
movie-maker who can use interchangeable lenses 
chooses a telephoto as his first accessory lens. 

1. A telephoto lens gives any camera a boarding-house 
reach. A distant object filmed with a telephoto lens will 
appear, on the screen, to be much closer than it would 
seem if photographed with a normal or standard focal 
length lens. 

2. When a telephoto lens is used to photograph a sub- 
ject close to the camera, the portion of the subject which 
fills the screen area will be greatly enlarged. 

3. A telephoto lens can do wonders at de-emphasizing— 
or even eliminating—distracting images around a main 
subject. In short, the job of any telephoto lens is to 
record selectively—to take a small and critically im- 
portant image in a scene and give it prominence. 


How telephoto lenses are calibrated 


Most 8mm cameras come equipped with a lens of about 
1%-inch (12.5mm) focal length; most 16mm cameras 
come with l-inch (25mm) focal length lenses. These are 
considered standard or “normal” focal length lenses. 
While a true telephoto lens is made to a specific formula 
which permits lightweight compactness, the word “tele- 
photo” is commonly applied to any cine lens which pro- 
vides more than normal focal length. 


The focal length of a telephoto lens is designated in 
millimeters, inches, or both. For 8mm cameras, the 
telephoto lenses most frequently used are of 1 and 114- 
inch focal length. For 16mm cameras, 2, 214, 3, 4, 44, 
and 6-inch focal length telephotos are the most common. 
A 2-inch lens magnifies a subject to twice the size it 
would be recorded by a 1-inch lens; a 3-inch lens magni- 
fies the subject three times, and so on through all the 
regular and intermediate focal lengths available. At 
the same time that a telephoto lens magnifies a sub- 
ject, it reduces the angle of view it covers as compared 
with the angle covered by a normal lens. A 2-inch lens, 
for example, covers a scene only half as wide as that 
covered by a 1-inch lens. A 3-inch lens, in turn, covers 
only one-third as wide an area as a l-inch lens, and 
so on. This holds true regardless of whether the tele- 
photo is used to film a distant mountain peak, or to 
pick up the candid expressions of someone seated across 
the room. 

Most 8mm cameras are fitted with “D” mounts (specific 
thread design) while most 16mm cameras have “C” 
mounts. A few manufacturers, however, equip their 
cameras with special mounts which accommodate only 
their own specially-threaded lenses. If you are in doubt 
about the mount in your camera, check with your dealer 
before purchasing a lens. In some cases, adaptors are 
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The most popular 8mm and 16mm telephotos are of 1%-inch 
and 3-inch focal length respectively. These cover area one- 
third as wide as normal lens, magnify a subject three times. 











A variety of telephoto lenses are available 
for most cameras designed to accept inter- 
changeable lenses. However, not all 8mm cam- 
eras have type “D” threaded lens mounts, and 
not all 16mm cameras have type “C” mounts. 
If in doubt about the type of mount on your 
camera, consult your lens dealer before you 
buy. Below is a sampling of the hundreds of 
tele lenses and matching viewfinders on the 
market.

lens, a steady camera support, and extremely critical focus. 


A fuzzy image, above, can result from poor lens quality but 
is more often due to camera movement or poor focusing. 
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available which make it possible to use a standard thread- 
ed lens in a specially threaded camera mount. 

When you are ready to buy a telephoto lens, you will 
find that there are dozens of lenses in both 8mm and 
16mm size to choose from. The chart below gives the 
names of the prominent manufacturers who produce 
telephoto lenses, and lists the focal lengths of the lenses 
they have to offer. It does not list the trade-names of 
their lenses, or describe the various speeds and types of 
focusing mounts supplied by each manufacturer because 
such a list becomes astonishingly cumbersome in length. 
Your best bet is to look over the telephoto lenses avail- 
able from your dealer, discuss your particular needs 
with people who are in a position to advise you con- 
cerning the relative merits of different lenses, and then 
buy the best telephoto you can afford. Like other lenses, 
telephotos vary in quality and—generally speaking— 
you get just about what you are willing to pay for. 

A telephoto lens, as mentioned above, covers a smaller 
field of view than a normal lens. If your camera has 
been designed to let you observe a scene through the 
actual lens that will be used to photograph it, no problem 
% involved. If your camera does not have a provision 
for direct focusing (and most cameras don’t), you 
will need a mask or some other device to match what 
you see in the viewfinder window with what the telephoto 
lens will actually record. 


Be sure of your focus 


If your camera doesn’t have a direct focusing (through 
the lens) device, it will pay you to carry a tape measure 
and a pocket rangefinder in your movie kit. A tele- 
photo lens, because of its longer focal length, has con-

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siderably less depth of field than a normal lens. This 
means that focusing must be critical; rather than guess 
at short distances, use the tape measure. For medium 
and middle distances, the rangefinder is your protection 
against out-of-focus subjects. 

The shallow depth of field of a telephoto can be one 
of its outstanding advantages if correctly used. Suppos- 
ing, for example, you want a dramatic shot of a friend 
standing on a busy street corner. The background, we'll 
imagine, is filled with flashing signs, people, and moving 
trafic. If photographed with a normal lens, your subject 
would be recorded as a tiny, insignificant image sur- 
rounded by dozens of other moving images—most of 
them just as sharply in focus as your friend. 

A telephoto lens would do several things towards solv- 
ing this problem. First, it would eliminate much of the 
distracting background by cutting down the field of 
view. Second, it would produce an enlarged image of 
your subject in comparison with a normal lens used at 
the same distance. Third, by focusing critically on your 
friend and shooting at a large lens or diaphragm open- 
ing, you can throw the background images out of focus. 
If the prevailing light threatens to overexpose your 
film at a large aperture opening, you can easily obtain 
the proper exposure by using a neutral density or 
Polaroid filter to decrease the amount of light permitted 
to reach the film. 


How a telephoto can expand time 


A telephoto lens, by reaching across space, condenses 
distance. At the same time, it can actually “expand” 
filming time in photographing certain kinds of matter. 
Imagine, for exemple, a scene in which several horses 
are running towards the camera. If filmed with a normal 
lens, the horses would have to be fairly close in order 
to provide images large enough to be interesting on the 
screen. Being close, the horses would soon approach 
the camera so closely that their bodies would fill the 
field of view. The effect would be that of a brief run- 
ning time. 

Now let’s see what happens when you film the ap- 
proaching horses with a telephoto lens. Since a long focal 
length lens magnifies images, you can start filming the 
horses while they are still a long way off. Because of 
the distance, the horses will seem to grow larger slowly 
and considerable time will elapse before their images 
entirely fill the angle of view. This is something to keep 
in mind when you film objects which are either directly 
approaching or receding from the camera. 

Now for just a word about tripods. While a medium 
focal length telephoto lens can be used in a hand- 
held camera with fair results, every jiggle of the cam- 
era will be magnified on the screen. With a long 
telephoto, never shoot without a firm camera support, 
and never let wind or vibrations move the camera while 
you are filming. A “jouncy” telephoto shot is simply 
optical homicide!—THE END

Questions from readers: 


Q. I want to produce a sound movie 
but my experience with sound has been 
limited. Would you recommend that I 
rent equipment for producing optical 
sound on film? 


A. Getting optical sound on film is an 


expensive, tricky business. You will 
probably be better off if you add mag- 
netic sound to your edited film, and 
have a lab convert the magnetic sound- 
film to optical sound later. Even this 
will be expensive .. . 


Q. What is the best and cheapest way 
of adding sound to 16mm film? 


A. Magnetic sound is of high quality, 


and is comparatively inexpensive. You 
can add your own sound with a mag- 
netic projector. 


Q. Although I’m positive I have the 


proper equipment, my extreme close- 
ups (1 foot or so) are slightly out of 


focus. I measure accurately; can you 
suggest the cause? 

A. How do you measure the distance? 
It should be from the subject to the 
plane of the film, not from the subject 


to the lens itself. Check your distances; 
this is probably the cause. 


Q. Given a choice between mounting a 
filter in front of a lens in the usual 
way, or mounting it behind the lens, 
which method would you follow? 

A. Behind the lens provided you use 
a regular filter slot for holding clear 
gelatine filters perpendicular and flat. 
Without a filter slot, you had best 
stick to conventional in-front-of-the- 
lens arrangements. 


Q. How can I get a press card to get 
beyond police lines for movie-making ? 
A, Usually it isn’t easy to get a press

card unless you have a genuine status 
as a newsreel man. Occasionally a 
free-lancer can talk police officials 
into giving him one. Local conditions 
govern such matters. 


Q. What do the initials ACL and A.S.C. 
stand for? 

A. “ACL” stands for Amateur Cinema 
League, a membership organization 
with headquarters at 420 Lexington 
Ave., New York City.

Any 
amateur can obtain membership in 
ACL and benefit by its various services 
by paying a membership fee upon 
joining. Membership in A.S.C. is by in- 
vitation only; one of its requirements 
is having a number of feature films 
(professional) to your credit. 


Q. Do processing labs ever delete 
movie footage before they return it? 
A. If they consider the subject matter 
obscene, yes. Otherwise not to our 
knowledge. 


Q. I intend to buy an 8mm magnetic 
sound projector. Must I use any parti- 
cular type of camera for exposing my 
film for this projector? 

A. Any 8mm camera available on the 
American market will do for shooting 
your pictures. 


Q. Is there a spring-driven 16mm cam- 
era that will expose 30 feet of film at 
24 f.p.s. on each winding ? 

A. No such camera is available on the 
market. Some of the larger cameras 
can be driven by synchronous electric 
motors, however. 


An editing board which will help keep 
cut scenes in their proper splicing se- 


quence can be made from a large mail- 
ing tube cut into half-inch rings and 
mounted on a board. When coiled in a 
numbered ring bin, a scene is protected 
from dust and scratches. Use a hack 
saw (or coping saw) to cut the mail- 
ing tube; the rings then can be se- 
cured in place with ordinary household 
cement.—Ty Cotta

H™ MANY times have you been told to carry your 
camera everywhere—indoors and out—in order 
not to miss picture opportunities? And how many such 
shots have been lost because of unflattering lighting? 
You know, of course, that under a strong midday sun 
your subject is likely to have black holes for eyes, 
which easily can be avoided. Similarly, indoors, a ceil- 
ing light may give the same results if it’s the only source 
of illumination. But if you can combine it with light 
from a table or floor lamp that’s near the subject’s eye 
level, the ceiling fixture will highlight hair while the 
other light will fill in the shadows (below, left). If 
you're making candids, wait until the most pleasing 
light and shadows fall upon your subject’s face before 
shooting.

The two most important factors in 
making such a panel are: (1) The cam- 
era must be perfectly straight and level 
for each exposure, and (2) each picture 
must cover only a narrow angle of view. 
This would seem to call for a special 
long focal length lens, and that is the 
best type to use. However, almost any 
camera can be utilized for such a panel, 
even if it has a lens of normal focal 
length. Simply take more pictures, mov- 
ing the camera sideways a small dis- 
tance each time. Then, use only the cen- 
tral portion of the negatives for the 
prints and you will be simulating the 
use of a long focal length lens. There 
may be more prints to be matched, but 
you will have avoided distortions. 

Before I shot the actual pictures I 
had a rehearsal. This revealed some 
problems which had to be resolved be- 
fore taking a single picture. I had to 
overlap each exposure to assure an ade- 
quate splice. Ideally, the splices would 
coincide with vertical lines on the build- 
ings. But this wasn’t always possible 
since pedestrians or their shadows might 
be arrested on the negatives in front of 
the ideal splicing place. Nor could there 
be any projecting signs or fire escapes 
there. Otherwise the different angle of 
view for each picture would cause the 
projection to be photographed from 
slightly different directions. 

Street traffic was the worst headache 
of the actual photographing. When you 
know you are bound by a light limit in 
which to make the entire series, it seems 
as if-traffic will never cease. 

The panel shown on page 83 was 
made with overlapping print splices. 
Panels can also be mounted by bring- 
ing the prints exactly flush (butt join- 
ing), but this method requires even 
greater exactitude. The pictures should 
be squared with a right-angle rule on a 
drawing board, and cut with a razor 
blade. When mounted, the white lines 
at the joints can be darkened with pen- 
cil. Retouching should not be necessary. 

A study of the history of photography 
will show few really novel concepts. 
I felt rather smug at having made this 
panel of Sixth Avenue, but was properly 
deflated when looking through Beau- 
mont Newhall’s History of Photography. 
It includes a photograph of the Cin- 
cinnati waterfront made by Fontayne 
and Porter in 1848—one of eight 
Daguerreotypes “framed end to end to 
form a panorama showing the river- 
front.” In the idea for my panel I had 
worked out something that had been dis- 
covered when photography was young. 

Photographers, then as now, had a 
sense of history. The realization that 
things and places change creates desire 
to show them as we saw them.-THE END

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BUGS IN YOUR PRINTER 


CAUGHT in a sinuous web, this beetle, butterfly, and image of 
a girl are seen in a strange never-never land. The insects were 
dead, the weird face was a transparency, the web was a piece 
of twine. It was all Burt Owen’s idea. He arranged the objects 
on the surface of his contact printer and switched on the light 
inside. (The only other light came from a 75-watt ceiling bulb.) 
A 4x 5 view camera, on a tripod, was then aimed directly down 
on the set. Owen put a sheet of tracing paper between objects 
and printer. He took an exposure reading from it but increased 
exposure one stop to give some detail to the silhouettes. 

Owen did this experiment with an eye to making decorative 
wall panels. Design-wise, he aimed to achieve photographically 
the simplicity of line we see in Japanese ink drawings. 

Maybe you don’t have a contact printer? Your glazier will 
provide a piece of opal glass which will work very well. Sup- 
port it about ten inches above a table top, with a No. 1 flood 
lamp placed underneath (be sure it distributes the light evenly 
on the glass). See shells, bits of lace, kitchen utensils—any 
objects small enough to fit on the glass surface can be used. 
You may make a photograph that looks like a Freudian’s de- 
light, or a design you'll want to hang on a wall.—Alice Crayon

pains to underexpose them deliberate- 
ly). Finally, depth of field will be re- 
duced somewhat, which may improve 
the background; the slight extra care 
necessary in focusing means a trifle 
more attention paid to each picture and 
that can improve anyone’s work. 

Take a look at the pictures on these 
pages. With the exception of the auto 
wreck (page 71) none would require a 
very high guide number in order to 
make the exposure. Each is an example 
of skillful use of a portable unit supply- 
ing a modest amount of light to produce 
superior image quality. 


How to choose a guide number: 
By now it should be apparent that a 
speed light manufacturer’s guide num- 
ber is just that—a guide. It’s vital that 
you make your own tests to determine 
the most desirable guide numbers for 
you to use with your choice of film and 
developer, to get the results you like 
best. Below is a simple procedure for 
determining suitable guide numbers. In 
setting up the conditions of this proce- 
dure the resulting picture quality has 
been the main consideration, not the de- 
sire to give the highest guide number. 

Select an appropriate film from this 
list: Sheet films, Ansco Isopan, Dupont 
High Speed Pan, Kodak Super Panchro 
Press Type B; roll films, Ansco Super- 
pan Press, Kodak Plus-X; 35mm films, 
Ansco Supreme, Kodak Plus-X. 

In a medium sized room with an aver- 
age amount of clutter, set up the camera 
on a tripod or other support at 10 feet 
from a subject. This can be a member 
of the family, a friend, a dressmaker’s 
dummy, or anything that will sit still for 
a few minutes. The electronic flash lamp 
should be on or very near to the camera 
with the reflector carefully aligned so 
it throws light directly at the subject. 

The room should be dimly lighted— 
so you can see to work, but not enough 
light to add anything to the exposure. 
This is particularly important with focal 
plane shutters, which can be used with 
speed light only at the slower speeds 
when the curtains are wide open. Prop- 
erly synchronized between-the-lens shut- 
ters can be used at almost any speed— 
1/100 sec. is usually fast enough to cut 
down the effect of existing light. 

Take a series of exposures at the fol- 
lowing apertures: f£/4.5, 6.3; 8, 11, 16. 
Each represents a full stop difference. 
To identify each shot have your subject 
hold a white card or paper on which is 
clearly marked in heavy pencil the lens 
aperture being used. 

Develop these films in a tank at 68° F. 
Sheet films should get 9 minutes in 
DK-60a or Permadol. Develop roll and

35mm films 17 minutes in Normadol or 
D-76. After the films have been fixed, 
washed and dried, select the negative 
with the most desirable density. It 
should show detail and texture in the 
dark areas such as the clothing, yet the 
highlights should not be blocked up. 
The main subject should be of moderate 
density, suitable for printing on No. 2 or 
3 contrast grade of paper. Confirm your 
choice by making an enlargement. Ex- 
amine this for graininess and image 
quality. Right in the middle of the pic- 
ture will be the lens aperture card. Mul- 
tiply by 10 the aperture used for the 
best negative. This will give a good 
working guide number for your particu- 
lar unit—film—developer combination, 
plus your personal tastes and needs. 

If you do some special kind of work 
(weddings, babies, sports) make some 
additional tests under conditions similar 
to those generally encountered. You 
may find that better results are yours if 
you increase or decrease the developing 
times recommended here. These are 
given as a useful starting point from 
which you can work out the most satis- 
factory combination. 

If you have a pet film or developer 
which you know and use successfully, it 
may also be adaptable to speed light 
work. Make some test exposures as 
described and check your results. 

On the basis of the film-developer 
combinations recommended, useful guide 
numbers with small films should be 
about 80-110 for a 50 watt-sec. unit; 110- 
160 for a 100 watt-sec. unit; 160-220 for 
a 200 watt-sec. unit. The efficiency of the 
reflector, proximity and color of walls 
or ceiling, will affect the exposure. 

When using larger sized films, which 
can be developed more vigorously with- 
out showing excessive graininess, you 
can use these same guide numbers with 
a slight alteration—close the lens one 
stop more. 

Even if you don’t do your own pro- 
cessing this test technique is still good. 
Just be sure you have a photofinisher 
who does careful work and stick to him. 
Then tailor your guide number to the 
results you get from his processing. 


Speed lights and color film: Color 
film is much slower than black-and- 
white films in general use and in most 
cases is laboratory processed to close 
tolerances with extreme care (at least, 
we hope it is). As a result, useful guide 
numbers for color films are quite 
small. Because of the limited exposure 
latitude of color films (exposures must 
be much more accurate than for black- 
and-white) guide numbers must be ad- 
hered to carefully. 

Guide numbers for color given by 
some speed light manufacturers can

only be described as extremely op- 
timistic, particularly when you com- 
pare them with those recommended by 
the film manufacturers. Kodak recom- 
mended guide numbers are quite con- 
servative; for example, with a 100 
watt-sec. unit, 18 for Kodachrome, 
Daylight Type, and 20 for Ektachrome, 
Daylight Type. However, these guide 
numbers are based on the use of the 
Kodatron electronic flash with deep 
bowl satin finish studio type reflectors. 
Reflectors on most portable speed 
lights are likely to give a somewhat 
more concéntrated beam, with a cor- 
respondingly higher guide number. 
Actually, quite satisfactory results can 
be had with a guide number of 25-35 
(with a 100 watt-sec. unit), in average 
surroundings with light background. 
Ansco recommends a guide number of 
24 with a 100 watt-sec. unit. These num- 
bers should be used as a basis for a test 
(similar to that for black-and-white) to 
find your own guide number. 

Although such small guide numbers 
would seem to rule out color except 
with big units, that’s not so. Here’s 
where the wide aperture lenses for 
35mm cameras really shine. With an 
£/2 or £/2.8 iens you can do quite a lot 
with color and a 100 watt-sec. unit.

posed to electronic flash in the same 
way that black-and-white films do, and 
for the same reason—reciprocity fail- 
ure. This can be overcome to some de- 
gree by using a more contrasty type of 
lighting than would be desirable with 
color film exposed to daylight or photo- 
floods. With Ansco Color and Ekta- 
chrome it is possible to alter the pro- 
cessing (first developer time is in- 
creased up to 100 percent) to get 
greater contrast and more effective 
film speed. This is likely to throw the 
color balance ’way off and is not a pro- 
cedure recommended for ordinary use. 
However, if you should be faced with 
the need for the extra speed and con- 
trast, this emergency technique is 
available. You will have to be quite 
certain that your processing lab knows 
what’s what, or you may wind up with 
nothing at all. It is not possible to have 
other than standard processing for 
Kodachrome film. 


Filters for color film: Despite the 
bewildering array of speed lights on 
the market, they all emit light that is 
substantially of the same color tem- 
perature. The light is slightly bluer 
than daylight and therefore. a_ bit 
higher in color temperature. In addi- 
tion, the three emulsion layers that 
make up color film do not react exactly

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the same way to the short duration of 


electronic flash as they do to daylight. 
Therefore, the color balance may be 
thrown off slightly, but this can be cor- 
rected with proper filters if you don’t 
like the results. 

For Ansco Color, Daylight Type, a 
UV-16 filter is recommended by Ansco. 
Eastman Kodak Co. recommends the 
Wratten 81EF for use with Koda- 
chrome, Daylight Type. One of several 
filters may be recommended for Ekta- 
chrome, Daylight Type, depending 
upon,the characteristics of the particu- 
lar emulsion. The recommendation is 
included with the package or roll of 
Ektachrome. 

Due to the fact that filter recom- 
mendations are changed every so often, 
here’s one hard and fast rule. Look at 
the instruction slip accompanying each 
roll of color film. It tells which filter is 
recommended jor use with it. You may 
find that you like the results better with 
a different filter than that recommended, 
but that ‘is entirely a matter of your 
taste, based on your own experiments. 
(Ed. note: In the May issue of MovERN 
the annual Filter Guide will give the 
latest recommendations of film and filter 
manufacturers. There have been impor- 
tant changes during the past year.) 


Maintenance: The electrolytic capac- 
itors used in portable units of recent 


manufacture are of high quality but re- 
quire occasional attention to maintain 
the dielectric film. Frequent use of the 
unit will maintain the film without fur- 
ther care. If, however, it is stored for 
some time the unit should be turned on 
once a month and kept on for about five 
minutes, after the ready light goes on. 
If the unit has an AC supply this should 
be used in preference to the battery as 
a matter of economy. 

If dry batteries are to be stored for 
any extended time they should be kept 
in a cool place. In fact, if refrigerated, 
even the shelf life can be greatly ex- 
tended. If this is done the batteries 
should be removed from the refrigerator 
a day in advance of the time they are 
needed. This will allow the batteries to 
come to room temperature. 

Storage batteries need more frequent 
attention. They must be kept fully 
charged. This is necessary as storage 
batteries left standing in uncharged 
condition suffer a permanent loss of 
capacity. In addition, as in the case of 
auto batteries, the level of the electro- 
lyte must be maintained by the addition 
of distilled water. If any of the solution 
is spilled it should be neutralized by 
washing with a bicarbonate of soda 
(baking soda will do) solution. A light 
film of Vaseline over the terminals will 
retard corrosion of the wires. A little 
prevention saves much trouble.—THE END

delivery, as the slides usually must be 
glass mounted. 

On selecting entries, three main 
points should be kept in mind: (a) 
pictures for public showing must have 
wide appeal; (b) slides will be pro- 
jected and some that are excellent in 
the hand viewer may not be so effec- 
tive on the screen; (c) exhibition 
judges are people and have a variety 
of tastes. 


W hat has appeal? 

What has wide appeal? Forget that 
the picture in question is your brain 
child, your pride and joy, and consider 
it as you would if it were a stranger’s. 
Without knowing what the photog- 
rapher had in mind when he snapped 
it, or what the conditions were, or the 
surroundings or people in it or the gen- 
eral beauty of the spot where it was 
taken, would it hold your attention? 
Put yourself in the place of one of the 
judges. You’ve already viewed several 
hundred pictures, all with some merit 
and covering every conceivable sub- 
ject. Would this particular slide make 
you sit up and take new interest? To 
arrest a judge’s attention the slide 
must have impact, it must make that 
judge want a second look. Impact is 
the result of care and imagination in 
making the picture. Don’t expect a 
shot of a beautifully autumn-colored 
tree to steal attention from slides that 
tell a more interesting story, present 
an unusual composition or situation, 
or show imagination in technique. 


Impact is not enough 

Impact alone is not enough, but it 
is the first test. When the judge’s at- 
tention has been arrested, the slide will 
then advance or fall according to its 
color harmony, composition, stereo 
quality. and appeal of subject matter. 

Camera position may play a most 
important part in stereo technique. 
Violent perspective that is acceptable 
in the hand viewer often appears as 
distortion on the screen, because the 
tilt of the head in viewing may con- 
trol the feeling of proper perspective. 
In a shot made directly overhead the 
subject matter will appear to be fall- 
ing away when viewed by hand in the 
ordinary manner, but if the observer 
tilts his head backward while viewing, 
the subject matter will straighten up. 


Watch your angles 

He has, in tilting back his head, 
duplicated the conditions of observing 
the original scene, and everything 
“looks right.” He can’t do this in view- 
ing projected slides where the angle— 
that of looking forward and slightly 
upward at the screen—remains rigid 
in projection. For the most realistic 
feeling here, the pictures should have 
been taken from this angle of normal 
vision. This does not mean unusual 
camera angles are not acceptable for 
projection, but care must be exercised 
in selection. If you have seen your 
slides projected, you will know how

Light loss 

Another shortcoming of stereo pro- 
jection is light loss. This should be 
considered when selecting slides for 
exhibitions, where judging is by pro- 
jection. Pictures in low key or with 
large areas in deep hues may be 
handicapped. In stereo photography it 
is a good plan to take one shot for col- 
or saturation to use in the hand view- 
er, another at a slightly longer ex- 
posure for projection. When choosing 
between such slides for exhibition 
entry, generally the one in higher key 
will project better and show more de- 
tail. Don’t, however, expect an over- 
exposed slide to do any better in pro- 
jection than in the hand viewer. No 
system of viewing will replace detail

The final product appeared in a news- 


for these special cases, he sticks to floods 
for everything. “I want to know exactly 
how the subject will be lighted during 
every stage of the shot, even if it means 
using relatively slower shutter speeds.” 
As a matter of fact, Zieff’s speeds range 
from around 1/5 to no more than 1/25 
for the vast majority of his photographs. 
That, in turn, means more careful direc- 
tion of models and effects. But he is will- 
ing to put up with that for the sake of 
much greater control of the total picture.

Working fast with a great deal of varia- 
tion from exposure to exposure, Zieff 
says, there is no build-up to the “big 
shot.” This keeps tension down, and it 
also produces a more uniform overall 
quality from shot to shot. 

Being the photographer is, of course, 
only part of Zieff’s job. And in order to 
achieve his light touch, he has to be a 
skillful manipulator of people, a direc- 
tor and a politician all-in-one. “I try for 
an honest reaction first, but if the model 
is not a natural actress, then it becomes 
a problem of directing her features in- 
stead of her mind.” That can require a 
lot of smooth and explicit talking. 

But that’s not all. Often the client is 
firm about what he wants in the final 
print. In that case, Zieff will shoot 
enough to cover the client’s concept of a 
picture, and then he may go on shooting 
| to get what he himself thinks is the right 

one, if he doesn’t happen to agree with 
| the client. Often, he says, he is able to 
| convince the client to change his views.

On other jobs he may have to deal 
with the client’s art director and the 
agency account director at the same time. 
They may not agree with each other nor 
with him about what the picture should 
say. Then it becomes a question of keep- 
ing the peace and shooting a picture that 
will sell, all at the same time. 

When Zieff presents the results to the 
client they are in the form of contact 
prints plus three or four blow-ups that 
he thinks may fill the bill. A lot of art 
directors used to object to viewing 214 
x 214 contacts, he says, “but now that 
they realize the versatility of the Rollei, 
they have come to accept it.” Most of 
his work is done on Super-XX film. The 
Rollei negatives are developed in Micro- 
dol; Nikon rolls in Promicrol, and 4 x 5 
film in D-76. Occasionally when he needs 
speed plus fine grain Zieff uses Plus-X 
film and develops it in Promicrol. The 
enlargements are generally 11 x 14, but 
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sometimes 16 x 20, and always on 
DuPont Varigam, unless a client stipu- 
lates another paper. These prints are 
made with an Omega enlarger and de- 
veloped in Dektol. Zieff is a careful tech- 
nician and a good printer, but it’s obvious 
that he has no special darkroom secrets. 
That all has to be right, but it’s not where 
the big difference is between his work 
and somebody else’s. 

As proof of this difference. there’s his 
rapid rise to success in the field. He 
winces at the word “meteoric.” but it 
may be the best way to describe it. 

Raised in Los Angeles, Zieff studied 
art while still attending high school and 
later in art school. In 1946 he went into 
the Navy. For a while he was a cartoon- 
ist for a Navy publication. Until that 
time, he had never considered photog- 
raphy as a career. But the Navy sent him 
to photography school and then off to 
Guam to cover the Japanese war crime 
trials. He was also cameraman in mak- 
ing naval training motien pictures.

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When he got out of service in 1947, | 


he went back to art school—at the Art 
Center School in Los Angeles. At first 
he wasn’t sure whether to study art or 
the school’s photography course. He 
finally picked the latter, because “it 
seemed to offer the most appropriate 
medium for what I wanted to do.” 

But he quit the course after a couple 
of years “when it started repeating what 
I already knew.” The next thing was to 
go out and get a job. He found one that 
lasted about a year as staff photogra- 
pher for TV station KLAC doing adver- 
tising and publicity stills. Then he felt 
it was time for him to come East and 
take a fling at New York City. 

He arrived in December of 1950 and 
got a job as assistant to a professional 
photographer. Two weeks later he was 
cut from the staff in an economy wave. 
Next came another position as an illus- 
trative photographer’s helper. After a 
month, he was also doing shooting. 
There he learned styling, props, casting, 
and how to work with big accounts. 
After a year of that, Zieff decided to try 
going out on his own. He and a friend 
from the Coast equipped a studio, in a 
loft in Manhattan, and he went out to 
drum up business. 

It came faster than he dreamed. In 
the first couple of months on his own, 
he probably made more money than he 
had in the entire previous year. Today, 
a mere boy of 26, Zieff is happily doing 
exactly the kind of thing he always 
hoped to do. About the nearest thing he 
has to a secret ambition is a desire some- 
day to make motion pictures. This stems 
partly from his Navy experiences and 
partly from some of the big still pro- 
duction numbers he has shot. But 
maybe, too, he didn’t leave all of Cali- 
fornia behind him.—THE END

|How to keep up to date with 
latest scientific developments in 
photography 

On a number of occasions readers 
have inquired how I go about keeping 
|up with the progress made in the 
development of new materials and 
processes of photography. There seems 
to be sufficient interest in this subject 
to justify a review of it, even though 
it will necessitate a departure from the 
usual type of discussion in this column. 


Periodicals on photography and 
allied subjects 


The number of periodicals through- 
out the world devoted entirely to 
photography runs well over a hundred. 
If you add to this the hundreds of jour- 
nals and annual progress reports in 
chemistry, physics, optics, etc., that 
frequently contain significant papers 
on photographic topics, it soon be- 
comes apparent that it is next to im- 
possible to keep constantly abreast of 
all developments in the science and ap- 
plications of photography. I receive 
over eighty periodicals each month, 
and I know from long experience that 
it is a very time-consuming chore to 
thumb through such a mass of mate- 
rial just to select the subjects one may 
want to read about. Only a small part 
of the total number of papers can be 
studied carefully, unless one is in a 
position to devote his full time to the 
pursuit. Furthermore, to get an over- 
all picture of the main developments 
in photography, direct examination of 
all the original periodicals—remem- 
bering that there are far in excess of 
eighty—is not the best approach. 


Photographic abstracts 


Fortunately, the various fields of 
photography are well covered by ab- 
stract publications. There is a delay, 
naturally, between the time a subject 
is originally presented and the appear- 
ance of an abstract of it. However, 
real progress is not made so rapidly 
that a few months delay will count 
very much. Moreover, the main pur- 
pose in reviewing the literature broad- 
ly is to obtain a general insight into 
the trends that might be occurring. 
It is beyond hope that one can absorb 
everything published in detail, and if 
this effort were made it is likely that 
one’s knowledge of his fields of spe- 
cialty would suffer. 

In the United States there are two 
monthly abstract publications, name- 
ly, Ansco Abstracts and the Month- 





" |ly Abstract Bulletin of tie Kodak 
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Research Laboratories. These can be 
subscribed to through the Research 
Librarians of these respective com- 
panies. Another strictly photographic 
abstract publication that is written in 
English is the quarterly published by 
the Scientific and Technical Group of 
the Royal Photographic Society of 
Great Britain entitled Photographic 
Abstracts. This can also be _ sub- 
scribed to by interested individuals 
through the Secretary of the Royal 
Photographic Society, 16 Prince’s 
Gate, London, SW 7, England. 

All three of the above abstract pub- 
lications cover the theory and appli- 
cations of photography, new light 
sensitive materials, new techniques of 
processing, photographic equipment, 
motion picture photography, color 
photography, review of patents, etc. 

Still another abstract publication 
devoted entirely to photography is one 
published in French entitled Science 
et Industries Photographiques. This 
is edited by the famous photographic 
writer, Mr, L. P. Clerc, who personally 
prepares most of the abstracts. Al- 
though most readers will not be able 
to take advantage of this publication 
because of the language barrier, I 
have included it in this review because 
Mr. Clerc has an unusual faculty for 
picking up various odds and ends in 
the world of photography that are not 
always mentioned in other periodicals. 
His journal also carries quite a few 
abstracts of papers published in for- 
eign languages, such as Russian, 
which are sometimes missed by the 
English language abstract journals. 

For a thorough coverage of patents 
issued in photography, it is necessary 
to go through the weekly “abstract 
publication” of the U. S. Patent Office 
entitled Official Gazette. The gazette 
includes illustrations and brief de- 
scriptions of all patents issued each 
week in the United States. Unfortu- 
nately, the subscription price is rather 
high for individuals ($30 a year) but 
most large libraries are regular sub- 
scribers. The patents listed in the Of- 
ficial Gazette can be purchased in their 
complete form for 25c each. 
Obtaining copies of papers 

When one finds an abstract of an 
article on a subject about which he 
wants the full details, it is obviously 
necessary to obtain a copy of the 
original paper. There are several ways 
to go about this. For example, one can 
write to the publication and purchase 
the particular issue of the journal con- 
taining the paper in question. In some 
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instances the author of the paper is 
willing to send a copy of a reprint of 
his paper. In requesting reprints, how- 
ever, it is better to write a letter than 
to send a mere postal card. If these two 
methods fail, it is nearly always possi- 
ble to obtain a photocopy of the 
original paper from the Library of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D.C. There are other 
sources, also, but I mention this source 
in particular because the price is ex- 
tremely low. For example, a photocopy 
of an article of ten pages or less can 
be obtained for $1. Coupons can be 
purchased in advance from the De- 
partment of Agriculture for carrying 
out transactions if one finds it neces- 
sary to order photocopies very fre- 
quently. 


Literature searching, an endless 
but necessary task 


If you are seeking an easy way to 
keep fully informed of photographic 
progress, you might as well not begin. 
Literature searching is practically 
endless, and requires many hours of 
consistent plugging away. But if you 
want to at least get a good general 
picture of what is happening, I strong- 
ly recommend the reading of the ab- 
stract journals.—THE END 





WHAT’S WRONG? 


Backgrounds have been the down- 
fall of many a picture—including this 
one. Too many things fight for your at- 
tention: the buildings, the man walk- 
ing into the picture, the other man at 
the newsstand—to say nothing of the 
central figure. Nor does the policeman 





stand out from the background, be- 
Cause there isn’t enough tonal separa- 
tion between the two. 

If the photographer had shot from a 
different angle, when no other people 
were in the scene, he might have solved 
his background troubles. And the print 
itself could have been improved in en- 
larging if he had cropped the letters 
SU, at right, to focus more attention 
on the main action taking place.

The cardboard types, prop- 
erly sealed, offer good protection 
when used under average conditions. 
When the air is unusually humid, 
the glue in these may absorb some 
moisture. This in turn may reach the 
transparency.
